The successful Community Chest campaign 


just concluded is a tribute to the people of 


Salem. 
It's no easy task to raise $61.29 5—or any 
sizable fund, for that matter—and Salem can 
take its rightful place among the select group 
of cities whioh have gone over the top with 
their Chest drives. 
The achievement resulted from the deter­ 
mination of campaign officials and the whole­ 
hearted participation of many organizations 
and 
individuals 
interested 
in 
maintaining 
the 11 essential local “ red feather” agencies. 


General Chairman Robert Oswald certainly 
earned his spurs in this campaign. Not once 
did he give up, laboring tirelessly and lend­ 
ing enthusiasm to team captains and co­ 
workers. 


It is hard to single out all of the campaign 
workers but they all deserve commendation. 
Seven of the 11 chest teams topped their 
individual goals. 
Of major importance were increased con­ 


tributions through wider acceptance of the 


pay roll deduction plan, which offset losses 


because of industrial employ ment cutbacks. 


A number of smaller plants and busihesses 


set up pay roll deduction programs this time 


and if more will adopt the plan, the success 


of all chest drives in the future will be 
assured. 
It could be the forerunner of one, big 
United Appeal, which would eliminate the 
duplicity 
of 
the 
many 
fund 
campaigns 
which confront the public month after month. 
The United Appeal should receive the seriou* 
consideration of the Community Chest As­ 
sociation. 
Salem has given splendid evidence of its 
truly fine civic spirit, sometimes coming with 
basketball championships, with an outstand­ 
ing high school football team, or a national 
championship band, and now with 100 per 
ent Community Chest Fund drive. 
Salem certainly measures up to the stand­ 
ards which make a city above average. 


Industrywide Shock Wave Felt 


The slowing down of auto production as 
steel stocks dwindled was foreseen from the 
beginning of the steel strike in mid-J uly as 
the most serious effect of a prolonged dead­ 
lock. 


Its seriousness grew out of the fact that 
auto-manufacturing in the United States has 
become as vial to the health of the nation’s 
economy as steel-making, itself. Perhaps it 
is more important, in view of the great num­ 
ber of suppliers integrated in the nationwide 
complex of the auto industry . 
This was one of the effects of the steel 
strike that had to be taken into consideration 
by the presidential fact-finding board in its 
report on the effect of the strike- 
The 
industry wide 
bargaining 
power 
of 
United Steelworkers affected not only the 
companies that made steel but the companies 
that made automobiles and steel-using appli­ 
ances. It affected construction. It affected 
railroads and the trucking industry . 
And even more than the effect on the 
companies was the effect on the men and 
women whose wages depended on the sus­ 
tained and profitable operation of the com­ 
panies. 
Steelworkers’ policy became the policy of 
other unions, such as United Auto Workers. 
The fortunes of managers, stockholders, wage 
earners and salaried employ es all were tied 
up to the decisions of the policy -makers of 
the union that dominated the steel industry . 


THE SHOCK WAVE that originated in the 
steel deadlock finally has hit the aruto in­ 
dustry with devastating force. 
As of last Wednesday , every assembly line 
in 
the vast General 
Motors network 
of 
plants was silent at the beginning of a new 
production y ear. 
Every person whose welfare is in any way 
related to General Motors auto production 
now is involved in the great steel strike of 
19 59 . Thousands of people whose livelihood 
depends on sustained production to meet de­ 
mand for other makes of automobiles are 
affected. Both Ford and Chry sler are slowed 
down by shortages of steel supplies. 
The steel that could be made and distribut­ 
ed during the 80-day injunction that has put 
the steel industry back into introduction would 
not be enough to cushion this staggering im­ 
pact on a related industry . 
Resumption of the steel strike 
in 
mid- 
J anuary would create still another 
shock 
wave that would hit steel consumers some­ 
time in 19 60.

Sometimes, to stay 
in power, the labor party might 
whack the union agents by cur 
tailing outrageous demands, thus 
appealing to the people over the 
heads of the AFL-CIO. 
But the constan tendency would 
be socialistic with constant loss of 
personality , religious faith, Chris­ 
tian morality and integrity of the 
family . In Scandinavia, the state 
is every where, and manis more 
and more impersonal and massive 
as he loses individuality and pri­ 
vacy .

So the federation of employ ers has 
adopted, in its 60 y ears’ life, rules 
as harsh as the rules of the team­ 
sters or the musicians union here.

No fool­ 
ing; no cheating. 


IN RETURN they get a strong 
union which will close plants and 
even whole industries by lockouts, 
all under legal sanction of the la­ 
bor court. 
Oct of its enormous treasury , the 
federation pay s benefits to com­ 
panies 
which 
lose 
money 
b y 
strikes. Employ ers who are order­ 
ed by the federation to lock out 
workers in a sy mpathetic strike 
against the great, overall job - 
thrust, 
also 
get 
strike 
benefits 
from the federation. But all em­ 
ploy ers must obey the employ ers’ 
union absolutely in all things. 
This is an ingenious retaliation 
which in theory would have equal­ 
ized the situation that has kept us 
in turmoil 
since 
19 35. 
It 
has 
tempting 
possibilities. 
But 
t h e 
temptation turns bitter when we 
consider the rapscallion corrup­ 
tion or the cy nicism of a large 
proportion of our employ ers from 
the top lay er to the greasiest ham­ 
burger joint. 
And it is awe-inspiring to think 
oi such terrible powers sitting un­ 
der some federal judge, a com­ 
munist perhaps, or a spiritual de­ 
votee of F. D. Roosevelt, deciding 
the fate of millions of Ameri­ 
cans who do not even know that 
they have a stake in the proceed­ 
ing, but legally must obey decrees 
wrought in such a smoke-fill e d 
room.

They look also for potential vote- 
getting power on particular issues 
of national and international im­ 
portance likely to be debated in 
the campaign. 
Certain queries naturally arise 
when the names are grouped as 
above on the two tickets. 
First, there is to be ex pected at 
once the comments, 
“ of course, 
licly that he would take second 
place,” or “ Kennedy doesn’t want 
the vice presidency .” 
Obviously , while there is still a 
chance to be in the first spot, no 
prospective candidate for the pres­ 
idency is willing to say now pub­ 
licly that he would ake second 
place. So this kind of question at 
present is academic. 


IT BECOMES real only when 
each party has actually made its 
first choice and any chance of win­ 
ning the presidential nomination 
for somebody else is gone. At that 
moment the question becomes con­ 
crete. It might be put to a waver­ 
ing 
personality 
in 
this 
form: 
“ Would y ou turn down the vice 
presidency when y ou are only a 
heartbeat away from the presiden­ 
cy if y our own presidential candi­ 
date should win the election? ” 
Sen. Kennedy was willing to take 
second place on the Democratic 
ticket in 19 56 and came within a 
few votes of wininng the vice-presi­ 
dential nomination. 
ov. Rockefeller is a y oung man 
who is relatively new in politics. 
By becoming the vice-presidential 
candidate, he would get a chance 
to campaign the country and win 
friends for a 19 64 presidential noaji. 
nation if the Republicans lose in 
19 60. Likewise, if the Republicans 
win in 19 60, he would be catapulat- 
ed into the vice presidency of the 
United States — a position of ma­ 


jor influence not only in domestic 
but in foreign policy . 
Only a little more than a y ear 
ago, he was not a political figure 
at all and was given only an out­ 
side chance of winning the gov­ 
ernorship of New York. 


THE ADVANTAGES to each part 
in tne combination suggested auove 
are numerous. Take the Republi­ 
cans first: The Nix on ex perience 
in previous 
campaigns 
and 
his 
prestige in his present office have 
given him publicity that no other 
candidate has achieved. 
Besides, 
Nix on is certain to attract the con­ 
servatives, while 
Rockefeller 
is 
certain 
to attract 
the 
so-called 
“ modern” Republicans, “ liberals” 
and “ independents” who aremore 
like the Democrats of recent y ears 
than Republicans. Harmony is one 
of the necessary objectives of the 
Republican party in the 19 60 cam­ 
paign. 
On the Democratic side, the re­ 
ligious issue which has been co§ - 
strued as a handicap by some ob­ 
servers can be turned into an ad­ 
vantage. For the objectors 
wo u ld 
be few toward a vice-presidential 
candate of any religion, whereas 
some of those who vote for a 
man 
because of his religion would be 
attracted to the ticket when some­ 
one of their own religious 
p ersu a­ 
sion is named on it. 
There's

heard that “ Stevenson can’t win 
- h e has been beaten twice,’’ an d 
that “ Nix on can’t win.” 


PRACTICAL POLITICIANS are 
not influenced to much by th ese 
objections. 
They 
rationalize

race nex t y ear as something dif­ 
ferent. 
After all, Stevenson was ru n n in g 
against Ike in both his tries an d 
last time got tiie biggest Democra­ 
tic vote in history . 
As for Nix on, he has been twice 
elected vice president, 
and the 
polls today show him out in front 
of any Democrat. 
Certainly if the combination sug­ 
gested is named by each party , 
there will be no issue of “ richman 
versus poor man.” For each of the 
two suggested vice - presidential 
nominees — Rockefeller and Ken­ 
nedy — are inheritors of wealth. 
As for Stevenson and Nix on,they 
can each still display — for the 
cameras — shoes with holes in 
them. 
Already one can hear the ora 
tors at the conventions pridefully 
say ing of the four men, respective­ 
ly , that they come from ‘the g reat 
State of California’ and “ the g reat 
State of New York” and from “ the 
great State of Illinois” and “ the 
great State of Massachusetts.”

Mania of Goalism 


By RAYMOND MOLEY 


’Hey, Sis! Ulvsses S. Grant is here!" 


A brief review of American eco­ 
nomic and political affairs after six 
weeks in Europe brings out con­ 
trasts and lik en esses of consider­ 
able interest. My 
visits 
included 
cities in England, Ireland, Germ­ 
any , and Italy . 


Comparisons witn American do­ 
mestic affairs are pertinent so far 
as England and German y are con­ 
cerned. Italy and Ireland present 
very special situations. 
While American politicians and 
economists have been offering pre­ 
scriptions for beefing up the Amer­ 
ican economy in infinite variety , it 
will be useful to take as an ex am­ 
ple for comparison a speech by 
Gov. Nelson Rockefeller in New 
York on the day of my return from 
abroad. 
His theme was the means by 
which the United States could plan 
its development over the coming 10 
y ears to provide prosperity for all, 
with world influence and freedom 
from boom and bust. 


THE GOAL, according to the 
New York governor, should be an 
increase in our growth rate from 4 
per cent to 5 or 6 per cent annually 
This should be achieved by check, 
ing the trend toward fewer work 
hours per week, with full accep­ 
tance of automation, increased gov­ 
ernment benefits and social serv­ 
ices and more foreign aid. 
The rosy prospect, providing the 
production per worker can be in­ 
creased by 3 per cent, would be an 
increase in the per capita income 
by 75 per cent with a cut in tax es 
of 15 per cent by 19 70. 
The Rockefeller plan as elaborat­ 
ed would also provide much more 
government — 50 per cent more so- 
called services. 
The British and German govern­ 
ments stand not on speculation sue 
as Rockefeller elaborates but on a 
decade of progress and increasing 
propserity . 
In the campaign which preceded 
the British general election, domes­ 
tic affairs centered upon the very 
issues which 
Rockefeller 
raises. 
Labor party leader Gaitskell’s pre­ 
scription was, in fact, cut from the 
same pattern as that used by the 
New York governor — more pro­ 
duction through more government 
spending and reckless promises of 
tax reductions. 
For a while, the tide seemed to 
be running against the Conserva- 
tivesm Then Prime Minister Macmi 
lan bluntly anounced that he was 
not going to engage in a contest of 
b 
ling with Gaitskell. 
He stood on the record and the 
present well - being of the Brit­ 
ish people in his last television ap. 


p earan ce h e ro se to real statesm a 
sh ip in an ap p eal to th e p rid e an d 
d ig n ity o f th e British p eo p le. Th e 
resu lt we n o w k n o w. 
In co n trast, th e Ro ck efeller ap ­ 
p eal h as, su rp risin g ly en o u g h , n o 
id ealism.
